men and 3,000 women doing full-time Reconstruction Training Courses 
preparatory to resuming or commencing civil employment who are not included 
c in labour force figures, 


Between December, 1946 and June, 1947 the total labour force is 
estimated to have expanded by 22,100. Males in the labour force increased 
by 21,500 and females by 600, 


+ Female civilians in the labour force (including unemployed) 
numbered 677,600 in July, 1939, 766,400 in June, 1945 and have been 
estimated at 767,308 in December, 1946 and 770,600 in June, 1947.

In July, 1939, 2,737,700 civilians were occupied and 298,000 were 
unemployed, It is estimated that in December, 1946, there were 3,114,770 
occupied civilians, There were a large number of persons tomporarily idle in 
December, 1946 (due to industrial disputes and seasonal factors) and the total 
number of persons (82,700) shown as unemployed at that time has since fallen to a 
low level as is shown clearly by the trend in civil employment (Table 2,), 


Occupied Civilians, In Junc, 1947, occupicd civilians are estimated to have reached 
3,208,800, The net expansion since December, 1946, was 94,100 of which 72,000 
represented the net decrease in persons memployed or in the Defence Forces and

Although gonerel demobilisation commenced in October, 1945, and the 

4 number of wage and salary carners in civil employment (cxcluding rural industry, 
ete.) began to risc as a result, there was a temporary set=back in December, 
1945, due to the industrial dispute in the coal mining industry and rationing of 
coal, electricity and gas, Thereafter the numbers in employment increased 
rapidly, slowing down only in November and December, 1946 when industrial disputes 
and seasonal unemployment affected the figures, Details of employment in 
selected months according to industrial classes are given in Table 6, 


From May to June, 1947, the cstimated number of wage and salary 
earners in employment (excluding rural wage earners and females in private 
domestic soreieey ta cnet by 9,400 (males, 7,600; fomales, 1,800.) Government

At mid-August, 1939, just prior to the commencement of the recent 
war, wage and salary earners employed in factories numbered 544,04e persons, 
The waretime peak of factory employment (751,723) was reached in mideApril, 
1943, At the end of the war (August, 1945) the figure was 718,983, The 
estimated level in June, 1947 was 792,626 (moles 592,845; females 199,761).
